Fifty Men or More Killed 
in the Terrible Dis- 
aster. 


Cause of the Explosion—The Work of Rescue

PITTSBURG, Kan., November 10.—Yesterday 
evening witnessed the most terrible holocaust 
that ever occurred in this mining district or 
the West. Shaft No. 2 of the Pittsburg & Cher- 
okee, or Santa Fe, Mining Co. is located about 
half a mile northeast of this city, and was one 
of the best-equipped mines in the 
country. The work has been good, and on 
account of the dryness of the mine it was con- 
sidered an unusual good place to work. The 
approachfmg cold weather has given the 4m- 
pany more orders than they were able to fill, 
and in their attempts to keep up they have been 
offering inducements to men to come and 
work. Yesterday morning 164 men were 


fired their shots and 
nothing unusual was noticed when they 
returned to work at the usual time. 
About 5:30 p. m. the men were again ready to 
fire their sbots, and be hoisted again into the 
free air above and to return to their homes. 
With the first shot and pefore 4 man was 


hoisted 2 
A TERRIBLE RUMBLING NOISE 


was heard above, and a black cloud of dirt, 
slate and dust shot into the air from the mouth 
ofthe shaft, tearing away the tracking or 
guides upon which the cages were hoisted, 
and also the planking in the shaft to which the 
tracks were fastened to the ground. The 
explosion is accounted for im several 
ways; one is that there werea number of 
new men in the shaft who, not understand- 
„aud se- 
y ignited otners 
and the powder gas and dust igniting caused 
the terrible explosion. The explo- 
sion occurred on the east side, 
the west remaining unharmed. While 
the men above were collecting their senses 
and trying to form an idea of the magnitude of 
the trouble, a man appeared at the air 
shaft badly exhausted and nearly 
suffocated by the bad air below. He was 
helped out and was followed by others until a 
large number had escaped this way. How 
many is not known, as on account of the 
excitement. 
NO RECORD WAS KEPT, 
and they seeing there was plenty of help at 
hand went home to relieve the fears of their 
friends and all track was lost of them. 
Others at the top devoted their attention 
to repair work, and the fan house was the 
first. It was only torn apart, not demolished, 
and the parts were raised and propped 
together. A messenger went to town, 
secured canvas and returned. This canvas 
was used by tacking it overthe cracks where 
the parts of the house did not come together. 
About 12 o clock It was ready, and once more 
air was forced into the shaft, drivin 
back the poisonous gases that threatene 
the men below who might be alive 
with death by suffocation. The danger of 
suffocation being passed attention was then 
directed to the efforts that were belng made to 
repair the cribbing and allow the cages to de- 
scenad. Men were lowered into the shaft with 
a bucket and an ordinary rope, but could do 
little good. About 2a. m. the cage was able 
to descend, and the 
WORK OF RESCUE ACTIVELY BEGAN. 

Rescuing parties were organized to exchange 
places, as on account of bad air it was im- 
possibie to remain below long. On the first 
return of the cage it contained a number of 
uninjured butbadly demoralized men. The bot- 
tom of theshaft was badly managed, the entry 
ways being piled up with debris. The dead 
as soon as found were plied together at the 
bottom, while the living but badly wounded 
were hoisted tothetop. Atéa. m. five men 
had been. rescued. By 1 p. m. four 
more were rescued. At this time 
they struck an entry containing twelve 
more dead. This withthe eleven piled at the 
bottom makes 28 dead and nine wounded ,two 
of whom have since died. There are atleast 
twenty-five more in the mine. The names of 
those dead within the mine it is impos- 
sible to obtain owing to the fact that many

A Fiery Horror. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., November 10.—At 7:30 
o’clock yesterday evening fire was discovered 
in the seven-story building occupied by the 
Steam-Gauge & Lantern Co. In an instant the 
flames had spread to the entire first floor, 


shutting off from every means of exit save the 
windows the forty operatives at work on the 
third floor. So rapi 
flames thatthe panic-stricken workmen were 
literally forced out of the windows by the heat 
and suffocating smoke.

THE LONDON HORRORS 


Fiendish Atrocity of the 
Latest Murder in the 
English Capital. 


The Police Without Any Clew 
to the Human Butcher. 


| All Previous Tragedies Surpassed in Revolt - 


ing Detailse—Full Particulars of Yester- 
day’s Murder—The Strange Man Seen 
With Mrs. Kelly—Statements of the Vic- 
tim’s Female Companions—The Body 
Literally Hacked to Pieces — Several 
Curious Circumstances—Gen. Warren's 
Offer to Supposed Accemplices of the 
Murderer. : 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Novem- 
ber 10.—The En- 
glish Oapital is 
greatly agitated 
over the horrible 
murder discov- 
ered , yesterday 
mornm™g, brief 
particulars of 
which were 
cabled to the 
POST - DISPATCH 
yesterday. It was 
another butchery 
of the now well 
known White- 
chapel type, per- 
petrated within 
300 yards of the 
spot where the 

woman Annie Chapman was killed last 

September. The details of the tragedy are 

even more revolting than of the six which 

preceded it. The accurate circumstances of 
the affair are difficult to discover, the police as 
usual placing every obstacle in the way of in- 
vestizations of the reporters. But all reports 
go to prove it a murder far surpassing in 
fiendish atrocity all the terrible crimes with 
which the east end of London has been fam- 
llarized within the past six months. 

THE VICTIM. 

A woman 2% years old, named Mary Jane 
Kelly, had lived for four months in a front 
room on the second floor of a house up an 
alley known as Cartin’s court, in Dorset 
street. This poor woman was in service a 
short time ago, but since. she came to reside 
in the court had been recognized by the 
neighbors as a person who, like so many un- 
fortunate members of her sex in the East End, 
managed to eke outa wretched 


conditions Tie” 
square with a narrow entrance, and is sur- 
rounded by squalid log houses, with rooms let 
out to women of the unfortunate class. Mrs. 
Kelly is described as a tall woman, 
not bad looking, with a dark: 
complexion, and as generally wearing 
an old black velvet jacket. She was wearing 
this jacket yesterday morning when, about 
8:15, she went down the court, jug in hand, 
and returned shortly afterwards with milk for 
her breakfast. This was the last seen of her 
alive. The woman was behind in her rent and 
had been told by her landlord that he would 
put her out if she did not pay him yesterday. 
She went to the streets Thursday night to 
earn money to pay her rent, and it seems to 
be clearly established that she returned to her 
room with a man. No one has been found 
who saw the man go in, but some neighbors 
heard him talking with Mrs. Kelly in the room 
and heard her singing, as though drunk. At 
II o’clock yesterday morning a man named 
Bowyer, an agent of the landlord, went to 
Mrs. Kelly’s room tocollectthe rent. When 
he knocked at the door he received no an- 
swer. Removing the curtain drawn across 
the window of the room, apd looking through 
a broken pane, Bowyer saw the woman lying 
in bed on her back, 


STARK NAKED; 
while marks of blood were all over the place. 
He tried the handle of the door and found it 
locked, while the key had been removed from 
the lock. Without going into the room 
Bowyer called the police, who promptly pro-. 
ceeded to conceal all the facts in the case. 
Inless than two hours the doctors had the 
body in the Morgue and were examining it 
precisely as they did the Mitre Square victim. 
They refused to give any details concerning 
the examination, but one of the physicians 
present admitted that he had passed much of 
his life in the dissecting rooms, but had 
never seen such a horrible spectacle as the 
murdered woman. The man who was called 
to identify the body gives the following de- 
scription, which seems to be reliable: 
Her head was nearly severed from the should- 
ers and the face was lacerated almost beyond 
recognition. The breasts were both cut off 
and laid upon a table and the heart and liver 
placed between the woman’s legs. The 
matrix was missing. There seems to be at 
least forty cuts in the body and big pieces of 
flesh were literally stripped off and strewed 
on the floor. There were ‘no indications in 
this case of a hand skilied in the use of the 
knife. The body was 


LITERALLY HACKED TO PIFCES. 
But there is no doubt at all that it is the work 
of the person who has been known through- 
out the world as the ‘‘Whitechapel mur- 
derer. The mystery in this case is 
as deep as that of the preceding crimes. 
The fiend got away without leaving 
the slightest clue. Heenose his time well. At 
the moment when Bowyer discovered the 
murdered body that gorgeous annual nuisance 
which goes by the name of the Lord Mayor’s 
Show, blocking up the traffic of the great city 
tor hours, was being organized near the Man- 
sion House, scarcely a mile away. Nearly

MRS. KELLY. 
It isscarcely necessary tS say much about 
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been living with a man who sells oranges on 
the streets, and on whom, ashe could not be 
found, suspicion at once reverted. But he 
turned up all right last night and fainted 
when he was shown the murdered woman’s 
body. Lie the sands that slowly filter 
through an hour glass When reversed, the 
great throng in the street which had been 
cheering the new Lord Mayor found their way 
to Whitechapel. When the news of the mur- 
der was read every heart was filled wit 
horror. **When is this going te 
end?’’ **How long is this fiend 
human form to carve people to pieces * 
the hoses of the police and mock at the 
feeble effortato catch him?’’ was the alten 
cry on all sides. London police are not 
allowed to ciub wd into submission, as 
New York police are permitted to do, except 
in the oase of an absolute riot. But the Indig- 
nation and excitement was so great in White- 
chapel yesterday that it became necessary.for 
them to use harsh measures. 

PROFITING BY PREVIOUS BLUNDERS. 

Profiting by their previous blunders, the po- 
lice called a photographer to take a picture of 
the room before the body was removed. This 
gives rise to a report that there was more 
handwriting on the wall, though:three or four 

ople who were allowed to enter the 
room say they did not observe it. 
But possibly they were too exolted 
to note such details. A young and 
pretty woman who knew the-murdered woman 
well, says that about 10 o’olock Thursday 
night she met her and that she said she had no 
money, and that if she could not get any she 
should never go out on the streets any more, 
but would do away with herself. Soon after 
they parted a man, who Is described as having 
been respectably dressed, came up and spoke 
to the murdered woman and offered her 
money. The woman was then accompanied 
by the man home to her lodgings. The little 
boy was removed from the room and taken 
toa neighbor’s house. The boy has been 
found and corroborates this, but says he ocan- 
not remember the man’s face. 

4 CURIOUS CIHCUMSTANCE. 

Another curious ciroumstance is worth men- 
tioning: The murder was not made public un- 
til120’olock. Mrs. Paumier, who seems to be 
a reliable person and who sells walnuts in 
Sandy’s Row, nearthe scene of the murder, 
states that at II o’clock a respectably dressed 
man, carrying a black dog, came up to her 
and began talking about the murder. He ap- 
peared to know everything about it but did 
not buy walnuts, and after standinga few 
miuutes went away. Mrs. Paumier described 
him as a man about 380 years old, 5 feet 6 Inches 
in height. He wore speckled trousers and a 
black coat. Several giris in the neighborhood 
say that the same man accosted them and 
they chaffed him. When asked what he 
had in his black dog, hesaid: ‘‘Something 
that ladies don’t like.“ This is all that 10 
known. If the police have any further in- 
formation they carefully conceal it. But there 
is no reason to believe that they have. The 
police attempted to track the murderer by 
means of bloodhounds. Three of the latter, 
belonging to private citizens, were taken to 
the place where the body lay and placed on 
the scent of the murderer, but they were un- 
able to keep it for any great distance and all 
hope of running the assassin down with their 
assistance will have to be abandoned, 
GEN. WARREN'S PROCLAMATION... 

Lonpon, November 10.—Gen, Warren, 
of the Metropolitan police, has a 
proclamation offering a free pardon to any 
accomplice the Whitechapel murderer may 
have had, provided he will give information 
which will leadtothe murderer’s apprehen- 
sion. It is learned that the woman whose 
mutilated. body was found in the Dorsets 
street house was a native of Limerick, Ireland. 
She migrated to Wales, where she married a 
collier who was subsequently killed by an ex- 
piesion. After that she drifted to London,

Sir Chas. Russell Protests Against Hearsay 
Evidence—Hannen's Rage.

Lospon, November 10,—The storm gradu- 
ally rising against the partiality of the judges 
broke for the first time yesterday. The court 
grants the wildest latitude tothe Times and 
has completely reversed the favorable m- 
pression which prevailed on the first day with 
regard to ite impartiality. Yesterday at last, 
Sir Charies Russel! revolted when the merest 
hearsay evidence was admitted and protested 
sharply. The President, Sir James Hannen, 
anewered still more sharply. 

“This ceases to be a judicial investigation, 
replied Sir Chas.

At these words President Hannen, whose 
bad temper is aggravated by his illness, grew 
perfectly livid and lost all self-control. The 
admission of such evidence amesed every law- 
yer in court. Later on Sir Charles Russell re- 
newed the same objection in a different form. 
Judge Hannen, who had meanwhile grown 
cool, saw his error and refused to admit it, 
covering his retreat, however, by saying that 
he would reserve the question for future de- 
cision.

ELECTION FRAUDS. 


The United States Grand-Jury Will Consider 
Twenty-Two Cases. 


The Unired States Grand-jury now in ses- 
sion will consider twenty-two election fraud 
cases which were brought to the attention of 
the District Attorney on Tuesday by the United 
States Deputy Marshals at the polls. 
There have been no preliminary examinations 


in these cases before a Commissioner but all 
bave gone direct to the Grand-jury. The only 
case among them of any importance is that of 
Francis Wilcox, a Republican Supervisor in 
Precinct (, who while counting ballots wrote 
the name of Nathan Frank on the margin 
of a ballot from which the name of 
a Congressiona! candidate had deen 
erased. He was detected writing the 
name, and was immediately arrested and 
taken to the District Attorney’s office. He 
was 8 equentiy released on bail. This 
morning there were many witnesses in the 
election cases on the third floor of the 
OCustom-house, but as the Grand-jury 
was not yet ready to hear their testi- 
mony the were sent 8 Among 
them were Oongressman-elect Nathan Fran 
and Frank O. Richey.

Francis’ Estimated Majority in the State 
Returns Yet to Come—A Mistake in the 
Progressing Slowly. 


from Francis’ majority over Kimball for Goy- 
ernor is estimated at between 15,000 and 
16,000 votes. The figures at hand 
show that the Democratic candidate 
made a good race outside of this city, and had 
he held his own here his majority would not 
fall far short of Cleveland’s, Asitis, he will 
be from 8,000 to 10,000 behind the head of the 
Democratic national ticket.

It will 
not be safe to put things in the ground too 
soon, as such a winter will be likely to be fol- 
lowed by killing frosts far into April. The 
writer remembers to have seen only one other 
bone to compare with the one this year, and 
that season there were frosts as late as May. 
Every indication, from the reading of the 
bone, points to a backward spring, and the 
gardeners who have their richest harvest in 
early vegetation will find their work risky and 
difficult.

In Philadelphia this time CLEVELAND 
has received 21,356 votes more than in 
1884 and HARRISON’s plurality over him is 
only 18,065 where BLAINE’S was 30,114. 
Morever the returns from the rest of the

THE ALCADE OF THE ACEQUIAS. 

On the American side of the river, and far 
up its course in New Mexico, we have man- 
aged to place matters upon a very satisfactory 
footing. Millions of acres are absolutely and 
entirely dependent for their supply of water 
upon the Rio Grande, and ifeveryone were 
allowed to fill the irrigating ditches, acequias 
as they are called, at will, the dweliers along 
the lower part of the stream might as well 
abandon their farms, as the water would be 
exhausted long before it reached their land. 
To avoid this, the office of Alealde of the Ace- 
quias bas been established, and to him we 
entrusted almost dictatorial powers. He says 
when water may be drawn off, and in what 
quantities, and any disobedience to his orders 
is punished by heavy fine and long im- 
prisonment. In this way all waste of 


water is prevented, and at least six times as 
much land brought under cultivation as would 
De possible without such supervision. Thie 
does very well where we bave control, but 
where the United States has command of but 
one bank no such system is possible, and 
frequent troubles have arisen which not sel- 
dom have led to bloodshed. 
A SYSTEMATIC INVASION. 

The former attempts of the Mexicans to 
divert the waters ofthe Rio Grande to their 
land have been sporadic and not on 
1 scale. But the dam 
which are bullding at EI 
Paso is quite a different and far more serious 
matter, The excuse that they make, that it is 
for the purpose of protecting their lands from 
overfiow, is ridiculous to any one who knows 
the character of the Rio Grande. I do not 
suppose that the world can furnish an instance 
ofa more ridiculous misnomer than the name 
of the river that forms the eastern boundary 
of Texas. Thereis nothing grand about it,

The purchase of the great La 
Santissima grant by an American syndicate 
was ominous of trouble to all who had ciosely 
observed the situation. This and other com- 
— — had great bodies of land which would 

useless without water, and I, tor one, pre- 
dicted that before long we would have 
trouble withthem. An experiment is about 
to be made of constructing a system of tanks 
at some distance from the river to serve as 
reservoirs. Itis of course necessary to fill 
these, and the only water available is that 
of the Rio Grande. For the purpose of 
diverting this dams must be constructed, 
and the movement at E) Paso is the first gun. 
The citizens see their danger, and you may 
rest assured that the dam will not be allowed 
to stand, laworno law. What we fear is an 
international complication, as where there is 
so much dislike on the one hand, and so much 
contempt on the other, violence is very likely 
to ensue. The next Congress can do nothing 
better than negotiate a treaty covering ripar- 
lan rights.

Damage by Wet Weather in Septemher— 
The Indications. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10.—The De- 
part ment ot Agriculture reports a good season 
tor cotton picking during October, in the 
Southwest, end only moderately favorable 
weather in the Atlantic coast States. The wet 
weather of September proved very tnjurious 
to quality, prostrating plants and rotting 
bolls, causing blight and shedding, and injur- 


ing prospects ofthetopcrop. There is much 
stained fiber and quality is much poorer 
than that of the previous year. Pick- 
ing was late commencing, but there 
has as yet been no Killing frost, rendering 
possible a partial compensation as to th 
of season. Indications of yield per acre aver- 
age the same as lust year at this time, though 
the previous condition of the plant y 
warrants the expectation of so much late 
rowth and harvest outcome in November and 
December. The States west of the Mississippi 
report a slightly larger yield than last year,

She had al- 
ready been tried for the murder, by arsenical 
poisoning, of her son, Willie, but the jury dis- 
gees being unable to find a verdict for lack 
of evidence. There were, besides, indict- 
ments for the murderof Oliver Sneeper, her 
landlord, August 10, 1881; Moses Robinson, her 
husband, July 25, 1882; Annie Freeman, her 
sister, . 6, 1885; Lizzie A. Robinson, 
her daughter, February 22, 1886, and Thomas 
Arthur Freeman, Jr., ber nephew, July 23, 
1886. All of these persons died of arsenic 
polsoning, the symptoms in all cases were the 
same, and it was charged that Mrs. Robinson 
had administered the arsenicto each person. 
The motive inthe, latter cases at least, was 
the collection of the insurance on the lives of 
the deceased.

THE ANARCHISTS AND SOCIALISTS 


in St. Louis claim that their organization in 
St. Louis is much stronger than it is supposed 
to be and that their real strength is many 
times greaterthan the membership in their 
orders would indicate, because there are many 
who, though * in their doctrines, for 
prudential ee withhold open allegiance 
to their cause. here are two openly avowed 
Anarchistic organizations in the city—one the 
International orking-People’s Association 
and the other the Sooclalistic Labor Party. The 
former was brought to St. Louis in 1868, and for 
a long time it was composed of a small number 
of Socialistic foreigners who brought their 
ideas from the old country and undertook to 
spread them here. They were so few, how- 
ever, that but little attention was paid to 
them, and then, too, they did not speak their 
opinions as freely as they do now, nor were 
they so anxious to be known as Anarchists. 
They drifted quietly along, working among 
their associates, andin 1871-72 they were ina 
more flourishing condition. There were large 
accretions from the German popuiation of the 
city and the number swelled considerably. 
About that time, too, the labor movement 
came into greater prominence and there were 
many workingmen of a Socialistic inclination 
whose attention was attracted by the organi- 
zation and they swelled its ranks Everything 
prospered until 1876, when there wasa split 
and 


THE SOCIALISTIC LABOR PARTY 
was organized. The two factions were equally 
advanced; both were followers of the red 
flag, and both adberents to the revolutionary 
faith, and both desirous ofa revolution by 
violence, if need be. But they differed as to 
the manner of organizing. The Internationals 
believed in separate lodges for each city or 
district, each independent of every other and 
all without a president or permanent presid- 
ing officer. At esch meeting the President is 
elected for that meeting only, and there is no 
head of a national or international central 
body. Each lodge is entirely independentin the 
matter of strikes, and everything else, and 
when there is anything to be considered that 
concerns the whole order delegates are 
elected to a congress, and that meeting over, 
the congress dissolves forever. 

The Socialistic Labor party, on the other 
hand, has a full corps of regular officers, 
elected at stated intervals, and acentrai body 
which can control the entire order. The In- 
ternationals say that the system of the Social- 
ists is tyrannousand arbitrary. They call the 
head of the order 

THE ‘‘POPE,’’ 
using the title to endeavor to connect insepa. 
rably with the Socialistic party the idea of 
centralized power. The Socialists, on the 
other hand, laugh heartily at the interna- 
tionals and say they are useless, because they 
are a body without a head. Both are alive, 
however. In the demoralization that followed 
the strike of 1877 they found an excellent op- 
portunity for successful work. The bitterness 
of the defeated workingmen opened their 
minds to doctrines that were antagonistic to 
capital, and the desire to overcome the 
power that had defeated them made the 
minds of all but the cautious fruitful flelds in 
which to plant the seed of revolution. The 
Socialista gained many converts then and 
added to their numbers after the strike of 1886. 
They claim that the execution of August Spies, 
Albert R. Parsons, Adoiph Fischer and George 
Engle, and the imprisonment of Michael 
Schwab and Samuel Fielden for life and Oscar 
Neebe for a term of fifteen years has won them 
many adherents. They say that they have 
2,600 MEMBERS IN Sr. LOUIS 

—all avowed Anarchists, and that there are 
many times that number who are in 
thorough accord with them, but they are 
Wage workers in the employment of 
corporations and they do not dare announce 
their creed. There are others, who are small 
tradesmen, whose patrons are of a class that 
is not inclined totolerate anarchical opinions, 
and if they should become known as Socialists 
their busines® would dwindle to nothing with- 
in six months. 

These revolutionary societies laugh at the 
application of the term ‘‘dynamiters’’ to 
them, not that they deny their advocacy of the 
use of dynamite, but they argue that dynam- 
ite is ascientific discovery, not 8

Others ure 
in favor of keeping on as at present for an- 
other season, alleging that the outlook for the 
International Association is brighter than 
ever. A man who knows said: ‘It would 
cost Buffalo $10,000 a year more to run a team 
in the American Association than in the Inter- 
national, and it is doubtful whether thein- 
vestment would pay a cent more than at 


present. The skip to Kansas City is a fearful / 


one, an@such teams as the Cowboys, Baiti- 
mores and Cincinnatis would not draw any 
better than the Torontos, Stars and Roches- 
ters, and perhaps not so well. Then 
there is a good prospect that Detroit 
and Toledo will take the places 
of Albany and Troy, and Newark 


and Jersey City are anxious to again enter 
the International.

The Genius rolled itself into a ball and 
occupied the editor’s sanctum. It filled his 
heart with joy, swelled his diminutive chest, 
toyed with his whiskers and smoothed his 
rumpled hair. It chucked him under the 
chin andin a loving way rehearsed the ben- 
efits he had received. 

It is not long, the Genius said in a low 
hushed tone, ‘‘since I found you in the South- 
ern Everglades, unhappy and forlorn, op- 
pressed by jungie fever andasense of your 
own unworthiness. ’’ 

Even asit spoke hesaw rising before his 
eyes the swamps and fastnesses from which 
he had escaped. He saw the poor, mean
